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Safe Uniformity 


It is Highway Week, 1965, and the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works has pledged itself to press on 
with in-progress and planned programs of construction and 
reconstruction directed at making ‘‘travel better and safer, 
especially safer,”’ 

It must surely comfort those who have not already for- 
gotten that the Labor Day weekend death toll was in ex- 
cess of 500. 

We would regard it as equally comforting to hear some- 
thing encouraging about the future of the off-again, on- 
again move to get states in the U.S. to voluntarily adopt 
uniform traffic codes. Proposed is a single set of traffic 
laws that would cover registration, licensing, instruction, 
equipment, civil and criminal liability, financial respon- 
sibility and police authority. 

Even national acceptance of uniform signs, signals and 
markers could go a long way toward clarifying the muddle 
that confronts the motorist who ventures out of his own 
home territory. 

Sen. Abraham Ribicoff (Conn.), writing in support of 
uniform codes in a copyrighted article for the July, 1965 
Atlantic Monthly, lets the facts illustrate the confusion: 

“In Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin and Indiana you are 
forbidden to pass when there is a solid yellow line to the 
right of the center strip. In Massachusetts and Virginia 
the solid line is white. In Pennsylvania no lines are 
used; a no-passing zone is marked by signs. 

“So far you’ve kept your wits about you. But when you 
get down to Georgia the line — yellow this time — is 
placed along the right edge of the roadway.’’ 

“If baseball rules,’’ says Ribicoff, ‘‘changed each time 
a team entered a different stadium — if the bases were 
farther apart or home plate were closer to the pitcher’s 
mound — the players would be unable to function properly. 
Drivers are no different.” 


It shouldn’t be as impossible as it sounds to hammer out 
the details of an all-encompassing uniform vehicle code, 
satisfying law enforcement and safety experts in 50 states. 
A federal traffic committee has already done enough 
groundwork to appreciably simplify the task. 

If we are going to continue to ballyhoo the idea that 
Americans should see America first, we should (at least) 
give them the same break they can get as motorists in 
Europe where uniform traffic codes are already old hat. 


Much Ado 


Two weeks ago, ignoring the ruling of his chairman, 
School Committeeman William A. Doherty released educa- 
tional specs for the new elementary school to one news- 
paper in the area with the explanation that he believes in 
doing public business in public. 

Nobody should know better than an old veteran school 
committeeman like Bill Doherty that the educational specs 


for a new school, once introduced for discussion at a 
policy board meeting, become about as public as public 
can get. If recent history is repeated, absolutely no 


attempt will be made to conceal anything the superinten- 
dent has recommended, On the contrary, every item will be 
pulled out for perusal and the administration will be 
called upon frequently to defend its suggestions. 

It would obviously have been politic of Chairman Robert 
Sherman to release the specs the minute they changed 
hands, even though his committee had not had an oppor- 
tunity to examine them. 

But the fact that he refused is hardly sufficient reason 
to sound a Freedom of the Press battle cry. 

There are times when the public’s right to know is 
circumvented, We would hope for an ally of Mr. Doherty’s 
vigor when these occur.

But logic is something else again. With the town moving 
into a computer-type accounting procedure, automating the 
School Department’s bookkeeping chores along with those 
for the rest of the municipal government, it is possible 
that both convenience and cash savings could result 
from housing the whole shebang together in a new town 


hall. 


We are not saying flatly that this must be so. We are 
simply thinking out loud about the practicality of sprucing 
up the Jackson School for offices, as the school ad- 
ministration has proposed, Would such a make-do approach 


pay off in the end? 


Proximity could be a legitimate reason for this separa- 
tion-of-school-and-town attitude if Andover were a one 
or two school town; or if it were small enough to have the 
cluster sort of educational center (elementary, junior and 
senior high schools built on the same campus) that is 
being tried in some areas. But Andover has a sprawling 


school system. Offices at 


town hall would be just as 


close to the scattered elementary. schools, for example, 
as offices in any mid-town location. 

What must now be accepted is the legal fact that the 
choice is strictly that of the School Committee. 

What seems to be missing are very good, solid reasons 
for the school department to insist on isolation. We are 


waiting to be convinced.

To the Editor of the Townsman; 

I was confused by a word and 
perplexed by a phrase in your re» 
cent story on what you call a 
historic pact between our School 
Committee and the Andover 
Teachers Association: 

It sounds a little like a line from 
Alice in Wonderland to agree that 
the association will be ‘‘the’’ bar 
gaining agents and then to explain 
that it does not mean what it 
obviously says, 

And I am puzzled by the promise 
by the association of many fruits 
and benefits soon to follow their 
recognition as bargaining agents, 
The normal procedure for two 
parties with conflicting points of 
view is to gather around a negotia-= 
tion table, The bargaining strength 
of each party depends on the 
**position”® of each, 

When one of the parties comes 
to the table with empty hands and 
views the table not as a place to 
exchange benefits but only as a 
place to demand one-way conces= 
sions, then the table is not so much 
a place for negotiation as for 
capitulation, 

Because unconditional surrender 
is bad diplomacy, standard prac- 
tice for the aggressors is to build 
into their original demands a face- 
saving procedure for the de- 
fendants, This consists of asking 
for twice as much as they could 
reasonably expect to get in order 
to create the illusion of conceding 
what they haven't got, 

Unless there is an exchange 
of benefits, unless there is give 
and take on both sides, unless there 
is a quid pro quo, there can be no 
mutually fruitful action, 

If the association really means 
what it says, this could indeed 
become a historic document, But 
if no public benefits ensue, this 
document could become historic 
only for its double talk,

Corp workers, He even had a cro= 
meat dinner with Dr, Albert 
Schweitzer, 

“When Churchill asked Haile 
Selassie, for instancé' whether he 
preferred foreign aid in the form 
of financial assistance or technical 
assistance, the Emperor broke 
into English for the first time with, 
“*Cash, of course, is first class, 
isn’t it?*’ The flight had its drama-= 
tic moments too, Once they became 
lost over the Congo jungles and 
found an emergency landing place 
only minutes before dark, 

Winston Churchill has inherited 
the former Prime Minister’s pas- 
sion for writing, travel] and flying.. 
He attended Eton and graduated 
from Christ Church College, Ox- 
ford University, and skied for the 
University in the Austrian Alps, 

Since his trip Churchill has been 
acting as a free-lance journalist 
and has had some interesting as= 
Signments from the London Ex= 
press and our Wall Street Journal, 
He currently is conducting his own 
BBC program, ‘‘This Time of
